Autumn Impressions 

On the other hand, there was 
the magnificent autumn color, 
and the sweet smell of burning 
leaves and wood fires. There 
was the day we left the high¬ 
way in Austria and took off on 
a rarely used back country 
road. I can’t’ tell you what the 
sky was as blue as—or the air 
as clear as. All the similes 
have been used and are no 
longer enough. But I can tell 
you how it made me feel— 
light and free as though I could 
fly if I wanted to, like Sam 
Small, and a little giddy and 
unreal. 

It didn’t seem at all strange 
then, when we began to run 
into herds of cows wearing 
enormous headdresses of pine 
boughs and chrysanthemums 
that covered their faces and 
towered two and three feet in 
the air. Driven by Tyrolean 
cowherds in short leather pants, 
gay jackets and jaunty hats, 
they ambled along the road 
everywhere and we crawled 
contentedly behind them or 
through them or around them. 
Cow Judging Festival 
It was a sort of festival, a 
yearly Judging of Cows—and, 
if the awards are to be be¬ 
lieved, there wasn’t a cow or 
calf in that Austrian valley 
that wasn’t outstanding for 
some reason. No tourist bureau 
could have planned it! 

It has occurred to me as I 
re-read this that perhaps there 
aren’t many people who would 
choose such a day as one of 
the highlights of a European 
trip. I have boldly ignored 
most of the things tourists 
come to Europe to see—the ca¬ 
thedrals, the historic monu¬ 
ments and the great art treas¬ 
ures. Of course, they were 
magnificent, particularly in 
Rome and Florence. The gigan¬

Dear Madam: 

Mr. Kurt H. Mueller omitted 
a very important point in his 
letter in your Jan. 7 issue re¬ 
ferring to Mrs. Noel’s letter re¬ 
garding the Bricker Amend¬ 
ment. Since he quotes Paul 
Hoffman, it may have been the 
latter who neglected to men¬ 
tion in discussing Section 2 of 
the Amendment “internal law 
in the United States.” Since 
they do not consider Section 1 
controversial they evidently 
agree that treaties should not 
be effective if they conflict with 
the Constitution. 

Section 2 would keep our in¬ 
ternal law from being changed 
by treaties which would be un¬ 
constitutional in character as 
domestic law. In other words, 
if the subject of such treaties 
originated as legislation in 
Congress, it could be set aside 
by our Supreme Court. The NRA 
was declared unconstitutional 
back in the 30’s and all the 
Blue Eagles were knocked off 
their perches. If, however, the 
NRA had been a part of a 
treaty, it could not have been 
set aside without the Bricker 
Amendment, unless of course 
the treaty were rescinded. Con¬ 
sidering the concoctions in the 
UN, the whole tenor of our do¬ 
mestic law is threatened with¬ 
out the safeguard this Amend¬ 
ment will give it.

Toy Loan Utilizes Vacation 
For New Inside Paint Job 


When the little Toy Loan - 
building in City Park opened 
its doors Jan. 5 after emulat¬ 
ing its young visitors’ holiday 
vacation, it was obvious that 
the vacation had been a “re¬ 
freshing” one. The interior of 
the one-room building has a 
fresh coat of bright yellow and 
green paint, first since it was 
erected several years ago 
through the joint efforts of the 
Civic club, the City of Sierra 
Madre and citizens. 

It’s a certainty that most 
everyone in Sierra Madre 
‘knows about Toy Loan” but 
there are always newcomers 
and it is these, as well the 
younger brothers and sisters of 
present or ‘grown-up” subscrib¬ 
ers that Mrs Herman Ohs, toy- 
arian, hopes to become ac¬ 
quainted with soon. 

Serves 110 per Week 

Mrs. Ohs last Fall succeeded 
Mrs. Clyde Hoover as salaried 
toyarian for the Toy Loan proj¬ 
ect sponsored by the Civic club 
of which Mrs. Ralph Hutchison 
is president. Mrs. William B. 
Wilcox is Toy Loan chairman 
for the club. 

An average of 110 youngsters 
a week, from two and a half 
years old up, borrows toys every 
week. Mrs. Ohs says she reg¬ 
isters as many as 15 or 20 new 
borrowers a month for partici¬ 
pation in the free toy pool 
which operates very much like 
the public library. 

Youngsters from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre or anywhere in the vicinity 
may “sign out,” take home and 
play with toys of their choice. 
They take pride in returning 
the toys in good condition, and 
it is so recorded on their cards. 
Little girls occasionally make 
permanent adoptions of dolls 
when they have shown that 
they are exemplary “mothers” 
in caring for them. 

In fact, it is the character¬ 
building aspect of the Toy Loan 
program that has extended its 
popularity beyond the original 
intent. Toy Loan was started 
during the depression years for 
underprivileged children. Coun¬ 
ty-wide and still operated by 
the L. A. County Probation de¬ 
partment, Toy Loan now is 
used and appreciated by chil¬ 
dren of all “privileges,” provid¬ 
ing, as it does, an interesting 
variety of toys combined with 
development of responsibility 
and thoughtfulness of the next 
fellow.

The toys originally are gath¬ 
ered by Los Angeles headquar¬ 
ters in occasional appeals for 
used playthings.

Dimes March 
Chairman Tells 
Direct Benefit 

In 1953 more than 88,000 polio 
patients received financial aid 
from the March of Dimes of 
which 2000 of this number were 
from Los Angeles county. 

That is why 68 cents of every 
March of Dimes’ dollar in the 
nation has been spent on direct 
financial to polio patients, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Douglas C. 
Berkshire, Sierra Madre, March 
of Dimes director. 

She explained that approxi¬ 
mately 60,000 of the 1953 pa¬ 
tients were stricken in prior g 
years. They include the serious 
long-term cases, hundreds of 
whom are in iron lungs. In Los 
Angeles county approximately 
75 per cent of the expenditures 
of the local chapter were for 
patients in this category, she 
said. 

Return for Surgery 

“Some stricken in past years 
have re-entered the hospital 
surgery designed to transplant 
muscles or in some other way 
to increase their physical ad¬ 
justment to a polio-imposed 
handicap. 

“The one thing they all have 
in common is that they cannot 
assume the total cost of treat¬ 
ment without materially lower¬ 
ing their standard of living.” 

“This, the March of Dimes 
does not permit to happen,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Berkshire went on to say 
that much of the remaining 32 
cents of. the March of Dimes 
dollar went for indirect aid to 
patients. “In fact,” she said, 
“There are very few patients 
who don’t receive some benefit 
from the March of Dimes.” 

Iron Lungs as Needed 

“Iron lungs are transported 
from state to state as the need 
arises; nurses, physical ther¬ 
apists — even doctors—are re¬ 
cruited and their transportation 
to the community requiring 
their services is paid; scholar¬ 
ships are awarded to qualified 
students who want to special¬ 
ize in some form of polio treat¬ 
ment. 

“All this is in addition to the 
benefits derived from research 
and professional education fi¬ 
nanced by the March of Dimes,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Berkshire urged that 
those not yet returning their 
March of Dimes coin cards send 
them in at once, generously 
filled with dimes and dollars. 
Those who have not received 
the contribution envelopes may 
send their donations simply to 
March of Dimes, care Post¬ 
master, Sierra Madre, Calif.

Without the many fire 
truck pumpers, our three rigs 
could not have kept up with 
the fire and without doubt, our 
loss would have ben great. 

Much will have been said be¬ 
fore this column reaches the 
press and because of necessary 
repairs to equipment and the 
work of locating hose and fit¬ 
tings, all we can do now is 
ask forgiveness for delay in re¬ 
porting. ^ 

The men of the fire depart¬ 
ment came through the ordeal 
without injury and for this we 
are pleased. Most of them lost 
sleep and worst of all, day’s 
wages, all of which we felt was 
necessary to stop the fire. It 
was a case of great danger to 
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our homes and that’s what 
kept the spirit up.

Residents who might have 
doubted the dangers of fire 
that we continuously harp 
upon, should after this—realize 
that we “ain’t foolin’.” We will 
just have to continue to avoid 
fire at every occasion. If there 
is the slighest question as to 
whether it is safe to bum some¬ 
thing—we ask you to allow a 
member of the fire department 
to take the responsibility. Not 
that we are so exceptionally 
smart, but we do study the 
dangers, damages and causes 
of fires.

Turn out on floured cloth or 
board. Knead until smooth and 
satiny to the touch, sprinkling 
more flour on cloth if necessary. 

Brush top 
of dough with melted fat. Cover 
and let rise in warm place until 
double in bull:, about 1 hour. 

Turn dough onto lightly floured 
cloth or board. Divide into 2 por¬ 
tions for molding. Let rest, cov¬ 
ered with kettle or bowl, for about 
10 minutes. Then shape into 2 
loaves. Place in greased loaf pans 
8 V 2 x4x 2 , 2 inches. Bm h tops 
with melted fat. Cover with waxed 
paper and a damp cloth. Let rise 
until double in hulk, about 1 hour. 
When loaves are about half risen, 
brush top with milk and sprinkle 
over the surface rolled oats, about 
lit cup for each loaf, moistened 
with milk. 

Bake in a hot oven (425°F.) 15 
minutes, then reduce temperature 
to moderately hot oven (375°F.) 
and bake about 30 minutes longer. 
Remove from pans. Cool on rack.

Will your child be allowed to walk blindly into almost cer¬ 
tain injury or maybe worse? 

Any number of times crew members have been appealed to 
by frantic parents who have had absolutely no idea where their 
lost child was going other than just “hiking.” This is shocking 
to these men who know the mountains and how treacherous it 
is underfoot, off the established trails.

or injurious to persons in the 
vicinity thereof, in that the pro¬ 
posed variance, if granted, 
would be subject to such con¬ 
ditions as the Planning Com¬ 
mission may deem necessary 
to assure that the spirit and 
purpose of said Ordinance No. 
391 will be observed, public 
welfare and safety secured and 
substantial justice done to all 
parties. _

Many Phases 
Of Librarian’s 
Work Discussed 

(Miss Martha C. Pritchard, 
member of the Sierra Madre 
Library board of trustees and 
of the Friends of the Library, 
has prepared the following ar¬ 
ticle, second in a series de¬ 
signed to acquaint the taxpay¬ 
ing public with the functions 
of the public library. Her first, 
published in The NEWS on Dec. 

24 told how books are selected. 
—Ed. Note.) 

A question frequently asked 
by practical-minded taxpayers 
is, “What do librarians do?” 
Suppose we reply in a business¬ 
like manner and give 10 divi¬ 
sions into which library admin¬ 
istration can be pigeon-holed, 
with brief examples of each. 

1. Administrator —Seeing that 
all which follows is carried out. 
Remembering always that OR¬ 
DER is the first law of the li¬ 
brary and the 10 command¬ 
ments. How else does a library 
produce so quickly what you 
ask for? 

2. Buyer —of supplies, equip¬ 
ment, books, newspapers, pam¬ 
phlets. Did you know that there 
are more than 350 publishers 
in the United States (1953) and 
that there must be a correct 
publisher listed for the edition 
desired for every book ordered? 
(see NEWS, Dec. 24, 1953, for 
detail on Selection of the books 
purchased.) 

3. Housekeeper — supervising 
janitorial work, keeping shelves 
in order, repairing and arrang¬ 
ing for rebinding worn books, 
displaying books. 

4. Technical Mechanic— (in¬ 
stead of clinical laboratory ma¬ 
terials or automobile parts see 
some of the library tools) type¬ 
writer, Library of Congress 
cards, property stamps and 
book plates, paste, book pock¬ 
ets, charging cards, lettering 
pens, inks, shellac, cellophane 
book covers, borrowers registra¬ 
tion cards, U. S. postals sten¬ 
ciled for reserves and overdues. 

5. Filing Clerk —endless sort¬ 
ing and filing, newspapers, 
magazines (current and past) 
circulation slips, record of bor¬ 
rowers, inventory record known 
as the “shelf-list,” and most 
difficult of all the cards in the 
catalog. (It’s worse than the 
telephone directory!) 

6. Collecting Agency —han¬ 
dling overdue notices ((some¬ 
times three are needed to re¬ 
trieve the book). Care is es¬ 
sential to have accurate records 
or a justly irritated borrower 
turns up. 

7. Accountant — records of 
fines, purchases, salaries. An¬ 
nual reports to Board and State. 
Monthly Board audit. Annual 
Budget. 

8. Indexer —classification and 
cataloging. The most technical 
phase of library administra¬ 
tion. Requires judgment, wide 
reading, training. 

9. Readers' Advisor— the heart 
of public library service. Re¬ 
quires knowledge of books and 
the particular public served, 
tact in approach, real interest 
in people of all stages of edu¬ 
cation. 

10. Information Bureau — 

called “Reference work”~in the 
library. Telephone questions 
and personal readers in search 
of a wide variety of help will 
be given in an article by itself. 

In libraries with larger staffs, 
various departments are in the 
charge of persons specializing 
in the work of those depart¬ 
ments. In our library, two full¬ 
time librarians and one part- 
time, must share the whole 
program insofar as possible. 

Enthusiasm is a mark of a 
real library worker. Love of 
books and people contribute 
greatly to this enthusiasm. 

Work with children and 
young people is another vital 
part of the library’s responsi¬ 
bility and will be discussed in 
another article.

NOTEBOOK 


We are told it’s an age of 
tremendous advancement, both 
science and art seem to fly o’er 
the trail. A machine is scarcely 
built before it’s outmoded, and 
last season's art would now . 
get you in jail. But are we 
quite sure the movement’s all . 
forward? Perhaps art is run- j 
ning a circular course and 
when it is finished it’s just 
where it startetd. We feel ] 
things are better, but maybe 
they’re worse. 

For proof let us look at the 
art of horticulture; develop¬ 
ments here seem to move rather ] 
fast. Does the popular taste 
represent much improvement 
over whtat was artistic some 
50 years past? Then the tastes , 
were restricted by very low in¬ 
come. Plant containers were 
frequently household discards. 
There was little to spend for 
landscape adornment, and fam¬ 
ily tastes showed themselves in 
the yards. A small bed in front 
was outlined with beer bottles, 
a tub full of plants sat on an 
old stump, a bisected tank 
served as a box ’neath the 
window and all the house 
plants stood in cans ’round the 
pump. 

But now for some seasons 
rock gardens are fashion, with 
fantastic rocks ’mong which 
plants never grew, interspersed 
with cute gnomes and with 
miniature fawns or plaster bull 
dogs of some poisonous hue. 

Reserved for today is an ar¬ 
tistic triumph—a product of 
brickyard designed in a zoo. 

You put in a plant where the 
viscera’s lacking and place on 
the mantle for company view. 
Fawns, elephants, geese and 
rhinoceroses in postures whch 
fit with the plan you install; or 
a cat minus tail, which you 
make of a cactus—believe me, 
dear artists, that cat tops them 
all. 

Now, if you’ve been living 
through all this improvement 
with artistic tastes neither 
weakened nor sunk, I think 
we’ll agree many things have 
been moving—and maybe it’s 
progress, but some of it’s 
bunk.—W.F.S.

facilities. They have also found 
that their estimated peak en¬ 
rollment in 1961 in the junior 
high schools could be accom¬ 
modated in the existing struc¬ 
tures, thus eliminating the 
need for a junior high school 
in Hastings Ranch. In our opin¬ 
ion their decision is justified.” 

Mrs. Coutant told the NEWS 
after the meeting: 

“While we are disappointed 
at not having a junior high 
school closer by, I feel con¬ 
fident that the Pasadena board 
is presenting a feasible and 
well - considered program for 
our school future and I feel, 
personally, that Plan I could be 
supported with confidence.” 

Two Plans Involved 

Plan I, involving costs of 
$18,900,000 would provide a new 
junior college and a third sen¬ 
ior high school, among other 
changes. Plan II, with an esti¬ 
mated cost of $16,700,000 would 
have Pasadena City college re¬ 
main a junior college, have 
Muir as a senior high school, 
provide two new senior high 
schools and improvements to 
present junior high school 
plants. 

Following Monday’s meeting 
Mr. Stivers of Hastings Ranch 
reported: 

“I felt very good about this 
meeting. I have long thought 
that if we are to have progress 
in our school situation the 
thing most needed is positive 
thinking. 

Ranch Resident's Views 

“My concern, and that of 
many others concerning junior 
high schools has been not so 
much in regard to the problems 
of transporting the youngsters 
as it has been the possibility 
of programming them in over¬ 
crowded facilities. It is now 
apparent that under the 6-3-3-2 
plan, with only three years in 
the existing junior high schools, 
facilities should be available 
to adequately care for the en¬ 
rollment, at least for the fore¬ 
seeable future.”
